IN TERRITORIAL LEGISLATURE 


He Represented the Constituency of St. 
Albert and had Held Many Positions 
of Public Trust 


Daniel Maloney, aged 63 years, and 
one of the first Canadians from® On- 
to settle in, Northern Alberta, 
died at a late hour Saturday evening 
at the family homestead in ithe. St. 
Albert district, from a complication 
of arterial trouble. 

The Jate Mr. Maloney came from 
his old home in Onzario in 1882, bring- 
ing his. wife and children with him. 
She little pioneer family made the

schooners, and it took them just three 
menths to complete the journey. 

With his family, Mr. Maloney set- 
sled on the ground where the home- 
stead now stands, and from a small 
beginning, by patient and: persistent

There is litthe doubt that Mr. Ma- 
loney was known personally to more 
of the people of Northern’ Alberta 
than almost any other of the old-tim-

In addition to gathering valuable in- 
formation which will) cnabic him to 
successfully accomplish wis schemes for 
the development of his immense con- 
stituency, Mr. Cornwall made a_ study 
of wireless telegraphy, Arrangements 
haye been made ito install a system on 
board the “Midnight Sun,” and if it 
proyes successful the wireless will be 
used throughout the entire nonth coun- 
try. A new steamer of the most mod- 
ern type is now under order, and this 
when completed will give the Northern 
Navigation’ Company a flect of three 
ships. 

Mr. Cornwall was greatly impressed 
by the manner in which the Germans 
utilize their waterways for transporta- 
tion, and is of the opinion that the 
bulk of the freight is carried by water. 

“Travelling down the Rhine,” said 
Mr. Cornwall, “within a distance of 
15 miles, we met scows carrying 400,000 
tons of freight. [ think in time the 
waterways of our own north country 
equal extent.

~The tragedy was discovered yester- 
day afternoon abou: four o'clock, when 
a passerby heard the shricks of a wom- 
an, and discovered Mrs, McCormick ly- 
ing in the snow on the steps of her 
cottage, with the blood pouring from 
a bullet wound in the base of her skull. 

Running to a nearby livery. stable, 
the man tried in vain to secure a doctor, 
and then sent in the alarm ito the po- 
lice. The woman had informed he 
man who discovered her that her 
would-be murderer was in the house, 
Entering, the police found the mulatto 
lying on his face on the feor, without 
hat or coat, but with a belt of car- 
tridges about his waist and the revol- 
ver underneath him, in his hand. A 
hole through his skull showed the fatal 
path of the bullet, 

As life was not yet extinct, the man 
was placed in the ambulance and sent 
to the hospital along with his wife. 
He died, however, at 7.80 last evening, 
without having regained consciousness. 

As te the cause of the shooting, the 
police are still in the dark. A butcher- 
knife which lay near the woman would 
tend to show that there had 
quarrel. It appears, also, that a strange 
man had been seen around the house 
shortly before the tragedy occurred.
